This is, quite literally, a textbook application of 
adaptive filtering (see, for example, Haykin). 


A common adaptive filter can tell the difference between 
signals by their auto-correlation. That is, it compares 
successive samples. If the signal is random (i.e. noise), 
the successive samples have no relationship to each 


other and cancel each other out. If the signal is not 
random, the relationship is non-zero. An adaptive filter 
can then zero in on the non-random part of the signal 
and enhance it, or, by flipping a plus sign to a minus 
sign, notch out a carrier. 


Another common application is when the signal and noise 
occupy the same frequencies, so a bandpass filter cannot 
separate them. But an adaptive filter can, because they 
have different statistical properties. My weather satellite 
program, for example, uses an LMS adaptive filter to 

reduce noise on APT downlinks.

I'm getting the strong feeling that the method I used to measure 
K-2 and Kenwood filters will not work for the Adaptive Filter found in DSP 
filters. 


The method used on standard filters is to send noise into the 
receiver which has a flat amplitude across the band. Then measure the 
amount of noise getting through the filter with the "Gram" software in a 
computer also using DSP adaptive filters made from the Sound Card. 


I'm thinking the 2 DSP units, my RS filter and the Sound Card are 
not capable of displaying a proper amplitude vs frequency plot of the RS 
filter's. Even a good Techtronics spectrum analyser may not see the right 
thing with noise as the receiver input. 


After all, the DSP unit is taking the wide input from your 
receiver's audio output and throwing away frequencies outside a narrow 
band you switch select to hear. Or, it correlates on carrier signals that 
change very slowly, and suppress it. But what it does for a strong flat 
noise is a mystery to me. 


Maybe I need a weak noise....

Does anyone on the list have experience with PIN diode RF switching ? 


I want to design an RF switch for a 75 watt transceiver. 

Because of the required switching time (< 1mS), a relay is out of the 
question so here is my chance to play with PIN diodes. 

The way I see it, I will need high voltage to bias the RX diode 
negatively (keep it turned off) during TX and visa-vis (less so during 
RX). 

i.e., at 75 watts RF, you need 50 or 60 volts to bias the opposite diode 
in the off state. 


The overhead of having to design a separate high voltage power supply 
section just to deal with the PIN diodes 
seems a little extreme. Is there a better/ easier way to do this ?

It depends on the type of filter. As I mentioned in another message, FIR 
filters do not ring, but require many taps (which delays the signal). 


Infinite Impulse Reponse (IIR) filters can ring, since the output is fed 
back into the input of the filter. Ringing characteristics are very much 
dependant on the nature of the filter coefficients in the feedback path. 


So why use IIR instead of FIR filters? Well, you can get sharper 
responses with less DSP CPU power with an IIR filter. 


IIR filters also have complex phase responses. FIR filters have a 
constant phase delay at all frequencies.

I just finished first tests of Jim's (N5IB) design featured in April 2000 
QRP Quarterly. So far, I am very pleased. I decided to try a design that 
used a PCB instead of "Manhattan" style. 

2 reasons, really; 1) I REALLY like CIRCAD and this was a perfect project 
for the software 2) My skills aren't advanced enough for such a small design 
as featured in the article! I have been e-mailing with Jim, and he has 
helped me quite a bit. As usual for these things, I learned a TON of stuff, 
and still realize how much more I need to learn! 

IF your still reading, I will describe a "condensed" version, and be happy 
to fill in details as requested. WARNING!!! Author is NOT a expert-only a 
newbie! 

Circad did a great job designing the circuit. My finished board is ~ 3.5" x 
5". Printed (Laser; Ink-jet doesn't work, I tried!) directly to overhead 
transparency film, then heat-transferred (ironed-on) to PCB. Used single 
sided PCB-MUCH cheaper, and you don't have to agitate for an HOUR like with 
two sided PCB's. For "professional" look, I also did the same for component 
Side, ie, I "silk-screened" the traces and components on the front for a 
"guide". Looks pretty good! 

After that it was just a matter of populating the board. Always the best 


part, right? Easy with my handy dandy silk-screened guide! 

I had to then solder the cable (6 wires) to the Vanco JCB C-6 connector and 
then to the relay and PCB. After that I reviewed/cross-checked, crossed my 
fingers, said a prayer, spit, then plugged ‘er in! Cool! it worked! The 
relay chattered away-just like my old drake. Got out to check tone using my 
R/S DX 398 receiver. Had the XYL key dits (after I signed "KCOGXX TEST"-it 
was 0300z) Nice tone, about 800Hz. Cool! 

Now to put it in a nice case, maybe even add side tone, some volume/on-off 
switches for tone, and dress it up a bit, and she's done. On to the next 


project... Now, where's that guy whose dog ate his 1/2 made radio and he 
wants to sell it? :)

It's common practice to rectify the RF output voltage to bias the pin 
diode off. You'll need a fast recovery diode with a couple hundred 
volt PIV for the rectifier. For QRP rigs I use a voltage doubler 
circuit, to ensure there is sufficent bias voltage at low power 
settings. 


BTW, 1N4007 diodes make pretty good PIN diode switches and have a 
1000 V PIV. But they don't work as rectifiers at RF.

Within minutes I found 
a copy of Mike's excellent toroid inductance chart that I had been 
searching for. I'd been digging through all my back issues of QQ looking 
for it. 


Anyone who winds toroids, yes some of us enjoy winding toroids <g>, needs 
to go to the qrp-l archives and get a copy of toroidcharts.mcq.Z Mike has 
a chart not only of inductance per # of turns, but also a chart of how long 
your wire needs to be to wind X number of turns on the most commonly used 
cores. It's a must for any homebrewer. I've cut the charts out and 
laminated them for use on my bench. 


If you're like me and have a drawer of type 43 and 61 ferrites mixed 
together, Mike's chart can help you sort them easily with an LC meter and a 
turn or 2 of wire. It's a snap from the chart to read the inductance from 
a turn or 2 on an unknown core and determine whether it's a 43 or 61. You 
can also use it to roughly determine the AI value of those odd colored 
"hamfest special" cores.

Sampling at a rate twice the highest frequency component is necessary and 
sufficient. You are going to have quite a problem determining the static 
response of an adaptive DSP system because its response is dynamic. For 
example, in SSB mode, they are designed to search for and destroy any 
constant carriers.

Your impression is quite correct Tom. However during the past 10 years or 
so considerable progress has been made in PIN diode technology. They are 
now available in packages that will work at HF AND will handle considerable 
power. Several years ago Micro Semi Corp published a paper detailing how a 
pair of their new PIN diodes ( UM2300's ??) were used for a T/R switch with 
1500 watts at HF. Also, outboard pin diode T/R switches for HF linear amps 
have been available for a number of years (Ameritron's being the most 
prominent). ETO/Alpha have been using built-in pin diode switches in some 
of their amps for number of years as well.
